Distance tiaveled, twenty-nine miles.

Neither the water or the weather is 
good on this river, and the dust is 
bad. We forded the river four tiim 
day, within a distance of ten inilei 
avoid going over the hills.

year on the road and I have been wish- 
ing for some fresh meat for some time. 
My husband took some of the meat over 
to another camp neai us and made the 
people a present of it. In return for his 
kindness the men came over to our camp 
with ■ bottle of oid whisky and treated 
our men. These men keep whisky for 
side and they retail it at two dollars a 



from the States or from California, over 
the mountains, across the great desert 
and up this river for two hundred miles, 
so you see it is bound to be a costly 

We had more mosquitoes to-night, 
more than we bad ever caught up with 
before. We drove off the road to the 
river, intending to camp there, but the 
pesky insects were so bad that we were 
WOO) pel lad to abandon the idea of camp- 
ing. I thought that they would 
surely eat us and the animals up before 
we could get back to the road. We 
traveled till ten o'clock at nigbt before 
they left us. It turned cool at that time 
and we pitched our camp. 

Distance traveled thirty-live miles 
July -':).- The mosquitoes were so bad 
this morning that we had to leave camp 
at daylight without our breakfast. We 
traveled till the sun got too hot for them,

Jttly M, vVe have laid by this after- 
noon because Mr. Sawyer is too sick to 
travel. 1 le has a high lever and a bad 
headache, llisbouesall ache and he 
thinks he has a touch of mountaiu fever, 
lie is doctoring himself to-day and hopes 
to be better soon. This river is the worst 
place on the trip to be sick. The weather 
is bad. the water is not good and the 
mosquitoes auuoy you to death of nights. 

Distance traveled twelve miles. 

.Inly I'.-). Sabbath day. My husband is 
better to day, though he don't feel apy 
too good yet. 

We had the good fortune to get a camp 
tc-:iight where there are uo mosquitoes. 

Distance traveled twenty-throe miles 

July H— They changed my carriage 
mule into the wagon today and put one 
of the wagon mules into the carriage. I 
did not admire the change, but submit- 
ted, aud, sure euough, bail luck came of 
it. While crossing a slough the mule I 
was driving mired down ami before they 
could mihariiass him, be began jumping 
and kicking aud broke oue of the shafts 
to the carriage. I was so sorry that I felt 
like cryiiw, for I thought that we would 
liave to leave uiy carriage behind. How- 
avar, Mi. Sawyer weut to work and men- 
ded it, so that uow it is almost as stout

day and were informed that it was one 
hundred miles from there to the siuk of 
this river and wont I be glad to see the 
audaluk out of sight!

July Hi We are not bothered much 
by moequitoes of nights now. 

Mr Sawyer shot some sag 
this afternoon and we bad them for sup 
per. Mr. Sawyer ate heartily and says 
he thinks they will cure him. 
Distance traveled twenty-three miles. 
July We had a march of eighteen 
miles this morning without water or 
grass. Forded the river for the last time 
to the North side and we will Iravel on 
this si, le to the sink. 

Distance traveled twenty miles. 
July 30.— Onr road is better on this 
side of the river than it wasTon the 
other. 

We had a nice shower of rain this af- 
ternoon, which is a very uncommon oc- 
currence here at this season of the year. 
It settled the dust and was very refresli- 

Distnnce Iraveled twenty-two miles. 

July 31. Arrived at the noted Mead- 
ows this afternoon and will remain here 
intil to-morrow. Then our men will cut 
•nough grass to take the mules over the 
desert. It is sixty miles across the desert 
and we will have to take all the food and 
water we can from here. 

Distance traveled seventeen miles

the men cut some splendid grass, then 
went on down below the sink of the 
Mary's, or 1 1 innhnlt, river and camped 
near the Sulphur Springs; but the water 

Ha l plenty mosquitoes last night. 

Augusl ■..'. We made a start across the 
great desert this morning a little after 
sunup and took, as Mr. Sawyer thought, 
the old Truckee route, but in about six 
miles we came to an alkali pond, which 
itwus impossible to cross. We then 
went over to the Carson route. This 
mistake tired our mules that much more 
than they ought to have been, but we 
traveled slowly, to save them all we could. 
We stopped at noon and fed them, then 
went on until sundown, when we stop- 
pi ,1 again and fed and cooked some sup- 
per with the remains of an old wagon, 
as fuel. We stopped at a trading post in 

for the mules.paying seventy-five centa a 
gallon for it. The gentleman who keeps 
the post, sent me a glass of port wine, 
and I drank it with good grace, for I 

Distance traveled up to to-night twen- 
ty-two miles. 

We starteil again at dark aud traveled 
till midnight when our mules com- 
menced failing fast. Stopped and fed 
them and bought six buckets more of 
water, paying oue dollar a bucket for it. 
I thought for sure that we would not get 
our teams through, for the last twelve 
miles was a heavy sand road. Ben got 
in the carriage with me, while Mr. Saw- 
yer and Duke Hall walked on each side 
of the four-mule team, driving aud whip- 
ping them up, but resting them often. 
Ben aud I were in front and as I heard 
the whips popping and cracking, 1 sin- 
y pittied the poor beasts w ith all my 
heart, lint when we came in sight of

Ciikioo, Noktii China, Dec. M, I BBS, 
Dear I'.rethr. n, 1 sent you a letter 
from Shanghai, but as I have now conn- 
to my place of work I wish to send you a 
few more lines. We arrived at ( hefoo, 
a little more than a week ago and after 
live day's travel find ourselves here in 
I'ingtu, 1U miles inland from Chefoo. 
Here we find Dr. and Mrs. Crawford, 
Bro. and Mrs. Bostic, Bro. and Mrs 
League, Miss Fannie Knight and Bro 
and Mrs. .-ears The hearty vveleonM 
these veteran missionaries gave us did 
icarts BOOd We arrived Sunday, 
the day before Christmas, and in tin 
evening our heart* were poured out be- 
fore the Lord for His protection on our 
long journey and for our sale arrival, 
md left home the first of Novenibei 
wo months of travel had made 01 

lor aotna tattled place, but are say 

that God has led us and we are safe. 
This has been a merry Christinas 'here, 
though in the midst of the beathen, I 
ow writing in my study, a native 
room and right by is my bed room, 
native, and all of Bro. U'agrie's house is 
native. The inside fitting is fixed a 
cording to our own taste, but we are, a 
cording to the principles of the gosp 
mission, living in native houses. It 
comfortable, not peculiar nor conspi 
to the natives, is cheap and vei 
enieut. All of our party are 
present boarding with Bro. Leagrie ai 

the study of tb« language. Not far awl 
is the house of the Crawfords and Be 
tic and Miss I'annie Knight and on tl 
other side of the city is Bro. Sears' 

As soon as spring opens up some of us 
will move further west to some other 
stations. The fields are white unto the 
harvest and the laborers are so few. We 
do not hear firecrackers and general re- 
joicing over Christmas as at home. No 
Sunday, no Christmas, no Christ, no 
Cod to love— needy we have come to the 
place where there is need. 

But let ine go back and tell you some- 
thing of Shanghai and other things on 
the way. We were compelled' to spend 
about a week in Shanghai because there

said "what's the mutter.''' Koyal was 

n.-aih dead. The donkey had dieided 
to lighten his load, t'was too sudden for 
Koyal. Every one of us got a grevious 
fall before the trip was over, except Ble- 
lock. At night we put up at a Chinese 
inn. A Chini se inn is a place where 
you can find a room, a place where you 
can make your bed a table, and also you 
can get a meal from the landlord. It is 
a square, inclosed by low single rooms, 
and on one side an entrance way, the 
donkeys, the mules and cattle . lay In 
the open court, you do too except when 
in your own room, You furnish your 
own bedding and after (raveling all day

the world. When you first land it 1 
just like a foreign city, electric li; 
fine high houses and so on, but back of 
the bend or river front are native ho 
in all their purity. You see the flag of 
every nationality, almost, in the world, 
and the river lies full of ships and boats 
from everywhere. At the stern of a 
ship of swan-like beauty I ..see flapping 
la the breeze, the stars and stripes, and 
I strain my eyes to see it, for it looks 
like home. English influence predomi- 
nates in shanghai, all the foreigners, as 
a rule, speak the English language. The 
fact is the English, is the greatest and 
most universal language in the world. 
There are about seventy-live mission- 
aries, of all denominations, in Shanghai. 
We have now only two, Mr. and Mrs. 
Latimer. Bro. Beyan will occupy the 
house liro. Herring li fl when he went 
to America. There are very uiany for- 
eign lesidents ill Shanghai and they, us

hard it is to do this work till 
you have seen and tried it. We left 
Shanghai ou the China merchant Ves- 
sel aud came to Chefoo, native fare. 
Foreign fare is about $:>:.', native fare is 
$12. We had on native dress and fared 
very well. As to native dress let me say 
learly all the missionaries in China 
wear it, except a few in parts where the 
Chinese are used to seeing foreign dress. 
The dreis is cheap, very loose and com- 
fortable aud saves oue a world of annoy- 
not wealing a cue at present 
but that makes no dill'ereiu e 

Chefoo is a beautiful place by the sea- 
side. There are several missions there 
and two or three days would have beeu 
there but for the (act that we 
had been vaccinated at Shanghai and 
very sick until the time came for 
to start [or I'ingtu. Bro. Leagrie had 
come to meet us. He said we would 
start Tuesday, but our train was fifty 
years behind time, that is there is no 
train at all, but we heard the braying of 
donkeys. A lot were engaged to 
be tbere Tuesday morning, and they ar- 
rived Tuesday evening and we could uot 
Wednesday morning and when 
tbat time came the Chinaman sent word 
he could not come. 
Then l-earie went out and engaged 
nne more and then the first man came 
and there we were. Finally the aecoud 
We started— a caravan.
